BRUTALITY AT MAFBKING. 

Boers Failing to Capture the Troops 
Vent Their Bage on the 
Native Women. 

Loudon, Miiy 3.— Col. Bndon-Powell 
reports from Mafcking, dated April 20, 
that nil was well there. He adds: 

" Thirteen native vvomon tried to get 
uwiiy during the uiglit of April 10. The 
enemy opened fire on tlieni nnd killed 
nine and wounded one. I wrote to Siiy- 
rrnn, pointing out tlmt he shells tho 
natrvo Stadt, which is full of women 
I and cliildren, nnil tliat wlicn thoy are 
trying to escape by day tlio Boers cap- 
ture and flog them and send them baclc, 
and by night they shoot tbeni down, pro 
tending to mistake thoih for night ut 
tacks. Snyman has not replied. The 
proportion of kilied und wounded above 
hpoaks for itself."

How the British Forces Are Dis- 
tributed Around Bloem- 
fbnteln. 



Lord Roberts Advancing Slow- 
ly With Success But Not ^ 
Decisive. 



Cavalry Prevented From Com- 
pleting Proposed Encircl- 
ing Movement. 



London, May 4.— (-1:1.^) a.m.)— Gen. 
Broadwood's cavalry brigadi' lias reach- 
ed Lsabelfonteiii, L'S miles north of Tlia- 
ba N'chu. Gen. luu Iluiuiltou it; bivouuc- 
iu)r at Jacobsrust, 15 miles north of Tha- 
ba N'chu; Gen. Tucker's division is mov- 
ing eastward fronj Karee Siding, and tho 
divisiuiis of Cieiierals French and Uuiidle 
are in and near Thaba N'cliu. Thus 
Lord Roberts has 50,000 men opcrnting 
clear of the railway along a front of 
forty uiilcj. lie is advancing slowly 
with some siicceisses, but nothing deci- 
sivi!. Yet at all points of ooncontratiou 
tho Boers appear in force suUicient to 
compel the British to proceed with cau- 
tion. The wide front in a rugged coun- 
try .makes turning movements off-hand 
dillieult. 

O'.Jserverti at headquai ters in Blooni- 
fouteiu seem to think tliat the Boers are 
preparing to evacuate Braudfort and 
Ludybrand. The Boers arc still holding 
Thaba N'chu district and are estimated 
ut 4,000. They have among their guns 
a forty pounder. One correspondent wir- 
ing from Bloemfontein, Wednesday, at 
1:15 p.m., said the British lioped tu cut 
off the whole commando. 

The correspondents at Kimberley have 
been forbidden to communicate for sev- 
eral days, the deduction being that a 
forward tnovemeiit is under way there. 

The Boei-H in Natal are restless. Two 
liundred crossed .Sundays ri^cr Wednes- 
day and tried to engage the Britisli out- 
po.sts. 

The Bloeinfonteiu correspondent of tho 
t>tandard telegraphing May 'J., says: "I 
have jutit ridden hitlier from Thaba 
N'chu along the line of our advance east 
of Ulocmfoutcin. Tho distance is fully 
forty miles, and yet almost every point 
of concentratiou is contested by the en- 
■luy. 

"ticn. Bundle, with the Kighth Divi- 
sion, is po.sted on our right ilank with 
orders to guard a strong und boldly out- 
lined frontal position in a country ut 
decidedly (lillicult nature. There the 
Boers have po.sted a number of guius of 
Huperior weight and range to our own. 
Uouever, they sliow no disposition to 
do more than to keep in touch with us, 
and to hara.'-H our advance. 

Further to the west Cien. Ian Ilamil- 
tiJii, witli bis division of mounted infan- 
try is pressing northward, encountering 
only a desultory fire. The Uighland 
Brigade from Valkrants has been en- 
gaged, while Gen. Tucker, oommnndiiig 
the Seventh Division, has moved eatjt- 
wurd from Karee Siding, and has re- 
turned south, followed by the Boers. 

"Nevertheless the cavalry, owing to 
the greater numbers of the enemy, have 
been prevented from completing the 
movement that was inteudctl to encircle 
the Boers on the march to Brandfort, and 
the eueniy are now prepared to offer 
stubborn ojiiiusition on an entreiK'hed hill 
to tin- suutlieast of Krconatadt. 

"Tlu'y will probably abandon that posi- 
liou ari soon as their stores have been 
moved north. 

"Gen. Tucker's :itteiiipi to advance on 
llrandfort showed the enemy to ln' in 
considerable str(Migth. The colonial cav- 
alry were engaged, and they lost twenty 
horses while under fire from pom-poni!!. 
Tho Boers were, however, driven from 
their position." 



BOERS ON RECENT FIGHTING. 

Minor Checks to British Reported but 
Main Advance Reluctantly 
Admitted. 

Pretoria, May 2.— An oflleial war bul 
letin issued here reports that oli April 12H 
the Federals captured nine prisoners and 
ten horses eastward of '.l"liiibii N'chu 
and that on April 30 a British mounted 
corps appeared near Brandfort. Wo at- 
tacked them on two sides and tlio British 
retired. Two Federals were wounded 
and 11 prisoners were taken. 

Another account, senii-ofllcial, of this 
aflair says that the Waakerstrom and 
Kruielo conmuuuls had a skirmish with 
tlie British near Brandfort. After a 
sharp fight 11 prisoners were taken and 
10 British dead left on the field, includ- 
ing Capt. Liddy. 

The heavy bombardment of tho British 
has been resumed at Fourteen Streams, 

A correspondent of Renter's Telegraph 
Company in the Boer camp at Brandfort 
wires that when tho British appeared 10 
miles east ot Brandfort, Gen. Delarey 
ordered a charge, and 500 Boers drove 
them back to the eutrencbmoiits. The 
Federals found four dead on the field 
and took 17 prisoners, mostly woundwl, 
including Lieut. Crane. Later in the 
afternoon Gen. Delarey learned that the 
British had forced their way 20 miles 
east of Brandfort and seven north of 
the Muddcr. . . '.

London, May 3.— Tho telegraphic cor- 
respondence relating to the Spion Kop 
despatches was issued to parliament just 
before midnight Thursday. 

Lord Lansdowne, secretary of state 
for war. wired March 2y, asking tho ad- 
vice of Lord Roberts about publishing 
tlie despatches, saying, " Wo cannot pub- 
lish all the documents enclosed with your 
despatches of February i;i," and sug- 
gesting certain despatches wliich in 
Lord Lansdowne's opinion miglit be pub- 
lished. Lord Lausdowne added: " But 
1 would not feel justiliod in thus editing 
the papers unless you concur, und you 
may iierliaps think it well to refer to 
Buller, I suggciit as an alternative that 
we sliould treat your despatcli of Febru- 
ary 13 and nil its enclosures as confiden- 
tial, and that Buller sliould send through 
you a full narrntive of the operations. 
This you could forward to me, with any 
ohserviitioiis you desired to make for 
publication." 

Lord lioberts replied to Lord Lans- 
ilowiie in a despatch dated Rloeinfontoin, 
.Marcli 31, that he had suggested to Sir 
Itedvers Buller to prepare a full narra- 
tive, but that Sir Redvers Buller bad 
answered as follows: " I do not at all 
like the idea of ro-writing a despatcli 
for publication. I much prefer to leave 
it in the hands of the Coniniander-in- 
(Uiief. Li't him select for publication 
whatever he lliinks proper." 

To this Lord Ifoberts appended that he 
would not himself object to luiblication 
of a pap-.n- edited as I^ord Lansdowne 
hud suggested, but tliat it might pcrhr.iis 
be better to overrule Gen. Buller's olijec- 
tion and to adopt 'he ;ilteniative course 
suggested by i.ord Lansdowiio. He 
asked Lord Lansdowne to wire a reply. 

This reply from Lord Lansdowne, 
dated .\pril 2, said: "In view of 
Buller's objoctiou I abandon the pro- 
posal that the dfsp .icm '■ should be re- 
written, and I propose to publish the 
selection described in my despatch of 
March 2S." 

Lord Roberts answered under date of 
April (1: " I agree to my despatch of 
Feliruary V.\ being published." 

The rorrespiiiuience also contains two 
despatches referred to in Lord Lniis- 
dowiip's (lesi)alcb of March 28. The 
first is from Lord Lansdowne to Gen. 
linller, dated January .">. reiiresenting the 
impossibility of publishing his despatches 
which " cimtiiin views ol' ilie situation 
anil fiirerasls iif his intentions." and 
empliasiziiig the advisability of se'iding 
despatches descriptive of the operations 
for i)r(>sental ion to parliament. The 
second is from Lord \Vols(dey to Lord 
Kolierts. dated l''cbrunry (I and saying: 
" You will, 1 feel sure, agree with me 
tliat ^Methuen's despatch regarding 
Magersfontein could not ln' publislied as 
sent. There are passages in it iuappro 
priate to such docunionts, and it also 
gives information of importance to the 
enemy. If he likes I will revise the 
despatcli, lint I prefer not to undertake 
this responsibility. I suggest that you 
should ask him to cancel this despatch 
aud to write another." 

The corresiiotidence does not indicate 
whether Lord Mcthuen re-wrote the de- 
spatch as suggested. The Spion Kop 
despatclies as published were exactly the 
selections suggested in Lord Lansdowne's 
despatch of March 28. 

PEKIN TO BERLIN.

A CAPTAIN'S GRIEVANCE. 

American Signals n British Cruiser nnd 
Now Complains of the Visit 
In Response. 

London, May 3.— (0:09 p. m.)— It has 
been learned by a represeu'iadve of the 
Associated Press ^-that Ambassador 
Choa.te has asked Ltird Salisbury loir 

explanations as to the alleged abuse of 
international rights in the. case of the 
American ship Sea Witch, which, ac- 
cording to the statement of her com- 
mander, dipt. Howe, was boarded by 
the British warship Wasp within the 
three-mile limit of Portuguese territory 
in I'^ast Africa. 

Tho American ambassador's communi- 
cation to the British Premier hardly 
amounts to a protest, and serious com- 
plications are not likely to cusue. 

'I'ho case as transmitted by Secretary 
Hay to London consists of tlie captain's 
allegation that while the Sea Witch was 
off Delagoa Bay he signalled to the 
Wasp, which was patrolling, and the 
Wasp sent a boat to her. The captain 
of the Sea Witch complains that tho 
visit resembled a warlike boarding 
party, and that his manifest -was-exam^ ' 
ine<l against his wishes, .when palpably'''- 
within neutral water. 

If the l^tlt'^r statement is true a serious 
offence was committed by the Wasp, 
which -will call for an ample apology 
from Great Britain, but it is pointed, out 
that the fact of the Sea Witcli signalling 
the Wasf) before the warship noticed 
her invests the. case with a curious un- 
certainty. Apparently both Mr. Clioate 
and I..ord Salisbury are inclined to be- 
lieve that there is some mistake, perhaps 
on both sides. 

The I'remior has referred the matter 
to the admiralty, which has no record of 
tiie occurrence, Imt has cabled to South 
Africa for the Wasp's version ot the 
affair. 

In the meantime tho i'-.;ideut does not 
interfere in the least with tho diplomatic 
cordiality existing between tho repre- 
sentatives of the two nations interested. 



BOERS SUFFERED IN REPULSE. 

Olllcers of Foreign Legion in Casualty 
List— British Rest for a Day. 

Liuidtui, May 3. — The war otilce lias 
received the following froiii Roberts, 
under date of Hloemfiuiteiu. May 2: 

'■ Gen. nainiltou met with consider- 
able success yesterday and drove the 
enemy from the strong positi(Ui they had 
taken" up at Ilontenek, with compara- 
tively small loss to us. 

" The Boers dispersed in several direc- 
tions, mainly to the east and north, leav- 
ing 2ti iirisouers in oui hands, including 
one commandant and 10 other wounded 
men. 

" Hamilton is now in camp at Jacobs- 
rust. As the men needed rest after 
lighting for seven out of tho last ten 
days, I ordered them to halt for the day. 

"(ii.'u. Broadwood's brigade of cavalry 
arrived upon the scene to afford valu- 
able assistance by threatening the 
euemy's rear. During the afternoou 
Gen. Ian Hamilton was joined by Gen. 
BruiH' Hamilton's brigade of infantry. 

" The enemy admit having 12 killed 
and 40 wounded yesterday. Among the 
former was Lieut. Gunther, a German 
ollicer belonging to the ,^),"5th Regiment; 
and amongst, the latter was Maximoff, 
the Russian commander of tbo foreign 
legion. Twenty-one out of the i>2 of 
the enemy's casualties occurred among 
the members of that legion. 'rwo 
Frenchmen wore among the killed. 

" Gen. Hamilton speaks in high terms 
of tbo good service performed by thiy 
Stli Hussars under Col. Clowes, and- 
made into a regiment of Lancers, which 
came into Gen. Broadwood's brigade 
and assisted in making the Boers vacate 
their positions."

outline their reasons for uskiug support 
in antagonism to the administration of 
Joseph Martin. Of course, there are 
many, many points in the issues now 
before tlu" I'lecturale that were not so 
Jiiiieh as uientioiiL'il— the ini'otiiig was a 
pruliminary one, and the eampaigu is 
only opening.. It only re.iuired this lirst, 
neeessarily tiniii,re.stricted nioetiug, how- 
over, to eniihle .Mr. Turnor to denion- 
Ktrale so i>lain!y lliat the moivsl novu.-e 
in arithniotie eould not but under-stuiKl 
the falliieios and niiscaleulations in I'ro- 
liiier Martin's piece do resistance— a pro- 
vincial o\viiod short line railway; and 
to outline in contr:idistiiiction the policy 
which he would offer in its stead— a 
husiiioss man's policy calculated to re- 
Btoro the provincial credit and bring 
about a revival oC the iiivestinoiit and 
in'lustrial activity nipped in tlie bud by 
tlie uuluipp.v advent of .Mr. Martin, 
ilr. lleluickcn gave his atleiilion cliietly 
to tile practical solution of the Asiatic

MR. TURNER. 

Hon. J. H. Turner being introduced as 
tlie first speaker was greeted most heart- 
ily on <"oniing forward. He would first 

remind those present that it was an un- 
prcce<lentod thing iu the liistory of Brit- 
ish Columbia that there should be throe 
elections held in the space of three years. 
I'Mrst there were the general elctioiis of 
ISOS, thn in IS'.)",) three out of the four 
representatives of the city had to resign 
their scats and come forward for re- 
election, when they were returned with 
large majorities, now wo have tlio third 
election in three years, and as a couso- 
(picnce it would entail great expgnse to 
the count r.v. doing back to the elec- 
tions of 'OS. he romimled the audience of 
the attacks made against the government 
at that time, ^^■ho!esale charges of cor- 
ruption were preferred. The members of 
tlio government wore accused of rank 
(lislionesty and the opposing candidates 
in every eonstitueuc.v made the stato- 
nient tliat an early session would bo 
called and thoc^e charges proven. The re- 
sult of that election was an almost Pipial 
division of the parties; and while saying 
that he did not admit that the old party 
was defeated, as there were wavering 
uiemhers. ami his govi'rnnienl might have 
been sustained had it not been for the 
(biveriior's action. But after the elec- 
tions wera over and the Semlin goyeni- 
iiient took the reins of office and the ses- 
sion opened, what did we find? Were 
the charges of corruption an'd dishonesty 
which had been burled broadcast 
throughout the country prbven? Was 
there even an attempt made to prove 
I hem? No: they persistently refused an 
investigation. Those charges were all 
falsi , all lies. t.Vpplause.) 

Xow look at the work of that session — 
look at tlie Icgislatiiui they enacted. It 
was tliat session and that legislation 
which brought British Columbia into the 
(iisreputalde (•cuiditioii in which it finds 
itsi'lf to-day. It was the carrying of the 
legislation passed at that sessii->n whicli 
had resulted in the province being almost 
ruined. For what do wo see? Unsinoss 
injured, mercantile einssos ruined and the 
workinginen tlirown out ot employment. 
(.\pplanse.) One of the first things 
brought in at that session was the ne- 
farious elections petitions bill— one giving 
power to the government to manufacture 
niemlicrs of parliament. Such an act was 
never passed in any other coimtry in tlic 
world. It removcHl the right of every 
elector in the province to suy who should 
represent him in the legislature. TIio 
(lovernor and the executive were em- 
powered to say who were to be the re- 
presentatives — thus snapping at one 
sweep of the pen nil constitutional /safe- 
guards, because power is left absohiti- in 
the hands of tlie executive. Then, again, 
all till' legislation of that session was 
liii>iil.v framed, hurriedly brought in and 
foi'ccd through the house. Take, for iii- 
stanec. the alien exclusion bill. This legis- 
lation was introduced by .Mr. Martin. 
They knew the effect of that disastrous 
iiieasuri'. It cut (df as Iiy a knife busi- 
ness \vhich liad hitherto been thriving. 
He had fek its effect personally. It hiol 
Ikm'U said unfairly, he tbougbt. that the 
opposition was C(iu;i!l.v lesponsi'ole with 
till' government for the enartment of the 
rninoiis alien exclusion bill and the eigbl- 
lionr law. Such w.as not the case. .Mr. 
.Martin said so, but this was a weak al- 
temiit to evade rcspunsibility. The gov- 
ernment alon(> was resiionsiblo. The gov- 
ernment akme was i-esponsiblc. It should 
know .and asi-ortain what the elTecl of 
ini|iortanl measures nf ih.'il kind would 
l'|. licfore inlro<hiciiig them. I'.ul no 
llionght was given to the effects of tliese 
acts. The.v wore brought down at the 
elc'vcutli hour .and forced through with- 
out pro]ier deliberation — the (iovcrnor 
waiting in the house to give his assent. 
The eight-hour liill was brought i]i late- 
at night and it w.as impossible for the or- 
dinary mmnbers to appreciate what its 
(.ffect wmild lie. Personally ho had urged 
delay, but was treated with comteuipt. 
')thor ineastiri's were dealt with in the 
same way. They were forced througli. 
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The sovernnient siiniily would not give 
time lor proper deliberation. ! 

Now, during last session not much 
work was done, and the little which was' 
done, what did it consist of Why, 
simply for the most part in rushing 
throuifh ameudmeuts to the acts passed 
during the session of ISOU. (Applause.) 
Does that show ability? Aiaendment 
after amendment had to be passed in 
order to prevent the complete destruction 
ot the proviuce. (Henewcd applause.) 

He had with him a copy of the Van- 
couver World. That paper could be 
relied upon to sa.v nothing whicli would 
injuri' the guvernnu'iU . (.Laughter.) liy 
that [laiier he saw that iitteou acts 
liassed by the .Martin government had 
been disallowea by the Ottawa authori- i 
ties. That is the sort of legislation we I 
have had. " Do you want that s(U'l of 
tiling to continue, gentlemen?" (Cries of 
"No.") Now, in the face of this the 
government comes forward with a plat- 
form made up for the most part of glit- 
tering generalities. How can they, in 
the face of the legislation passi^il in IS',)',), 
ask the i)eople tor snjiport? .Some of 
tlio iilanks in the platform were simply 
placi'd there for efl'oci — to catch voles. ■ 

-V \'oice— \\'hat's your idatforaiV | 

Mr. Turner — I'll toll you by anil bye. 
You will get it in time, but I may say it 
is for the beneiit of the country, il.oud 
apiilause.) I 

Coidiiining, Mr. Turniu- said Mr. 
Martin had stateil that the session wasj 
eminently sat isf actm-y . Whti to? Is ' 
tliere any p(>rsou prt'sent wlio can say 
that anyojie lionelited excoiu .Mr. Mar-' 
tin? He did not know of anyone, i 
lOvorybody was injured. He had before 
him a letter which showed the extent of 
the disaster which had overtaken the 
lirovinci', It was a reiiort from Brad- 1 
street's, showing that the falling otT in | 
the geiM'ral i)Usiness done in the iiroviuce 
for tli(! woidi ending .'list .M.arcli, (.oni- | 
pared with the previous year, was 3!) S-lO 
per cent.; to the 7th .\pril, -11 -t-ll) per | 
cent.; to the 1-llh April. ;!.") 2-10 pci- 
cent.; to the I'lst April, I!" per cent. — I 
indicating that business had fallen olt 
fully tiO per cent. This was a seiimc-. ' 
thing. It indicated the condition (jf the 
country. The gentleman who had for- 
warded him the report said that because 
of the operation of the Alien Lxclusioii 
.Vet and the? eight-hour law, the Kool- 
enay country was a graveyard. He ilid 
not quite agree with him iu this, bill 
certainly matters were very bad. 

Taking up Mr. M.arlin's platform, Mr. 
Turner proceeded to criticize that docu- 
ment. The lirst eluii^e, advocating the 
abolishment of the .flitX) deposit recpiircd 
from candidates, he did mrt regard as a 
very serious matter. He woidil not go 
into that nor the ipiestiou of redistribu- 
tion, but in regai;d to the latter Mr. 
-Martin said he would (h'cline to support 
the measure brought down last sessinn 
uuloss the " Nniiainio gerrymander " 
was struck out. It was a rather curious 
story, but ho had heard it stated that 
that very clause appeared there at the 
inslanee of -Mr. Martin. In regard to 
the clause proposing the ro-enacliiieut of 
labor legislation, this referred to dis- 
allowance u( iiieasnres by the Dominion 
govornmenl <mi Oriental legislation. He 
thought it ver.v (luestionable if the pass- 
im; and re-passing of such measures 
would accomplish au.v good at all. There 
should be a plan adopted by the prov- 
ince for lessening the intlux of Asiatics, 
which was boe(uning very serious. But 
the matter linally rested with the Do- 
inituon goviM'nment, and British Colum-, 
Ilia's jiolicy in the matter should not \n) 
such as to impede Imperial legislation if 
there would be any resultant ditllculty 
to the nation. But if British ('olunihia 
insists that the members at Ottawa 
should point out the great injury which 
is being done tlie workingmen of the 
province, no doubt Hon. .Joso|)h Cliuiii- 
iierhiin would find an adetpiato remedy 
for the great evil. He had done so on a 
previous occasion — wdien the Natal act 
Wiis passed. This question was one 
which must be dealt with in a business- 
like way. The people shouhl take tlie 
([uestion up thoroughly. He hoped the 
petitions which would bo circulated 
tludughout the audience would be 
largely signed. By such a course there 
was no danger of coining iu eonllict with 
the Imperial authorities. (Applause.) 

The next plank in .Mr. Martin's plat- 
form dealt with the eight-hour hiw. He 
promised to enfor(;o the law as it stands, 
and in the event of further trouble to 
take a plebiscite. Undoubtedly the cn- 
aiMinonl of this measure liinl caused 
groat business dislnrbance. He |iersiiu- 
ally believed in the princi|ilo of the 
eighl-luinr day and imagined it liad 
collie to stay, so far as it represents the 
statiilory day in British Columbia; but 
it was iioinleil out to liiiii by a working- 
man thai it was doing the labor classes 
a serious injury. 'L'hore are many occa- 
sions when a man may wish to work 
longer hinirs. The law as it stands iu- 
terfeu-cs with this privilege and i>rev(Mits 
him from earning more money. Take 
for instance the operation of the coal 
mines. Occasion might arise when it 
would be necessary to loail a ship very 
hiirrieilly. 1'lu' contractor wants the 
men to work overtime, but under the 
pieseiil act this cannot bo done. lint 
be was a linn believer in the iirineiple of 
the eight-hour day. Years ago he 
had agitated for a measure to reduce the 
hours (it labor. lint the workingmen 
should have full libi'rty of aiftioii. .Mr. 
Martin says the act was passed unaiii- 
moiisl.v ; true, but it had not the (.'ifiht- 
hiinr clause in it when passed, and was 
foreoil through iu coinniiltce, no notice' 
being given. 

Mr. .Marliu favored the rc-establish- 
nionl of the London .igency. It was 
somewhat strange that this was one of 
the tilings on which the late governnicnt 
was fought most bitterly. But Mr. 
.Martin is converted. Ho agreed with 
him iu regard to this clause. 

The next clause in Mr. Martin's plat- 
form promised the retention of th(? re- 
sources of the proviuce for the beuoflt of 
the people, and preventing the alienation 
of public lands, lie could hurdly under- 
stand to what he referred in this; bo 
cannot refer to the land grants to rail- 
ways; perhaps he refers to the land 
sales, but ho thought the legislation now I 
in the statute book was inadequate. 

But the most important plank in Mr. I 
Martin's platform was his position on 
the question of the government owner-, 
ship of railways, and particularly his 
scheme to build the Coast-Kootenay line 
of railway. This line was provided for 
in the estimates of the late govornraent, 
and would have been built and rumiing 
now but for the action of the Scmlin- 
Martin governinont. (Applause.) Ex-' 
amining Mr. Martin's position, he came 
to the conclusion he was totally ignorant 
of the railway (luestion, or playing false..' 
iKenewed applaufie.) He promises ai 
railway bridge over the Fraser, TUisi

"vvhilo tho money which the Turner ki>v- 
ernment would borrow would have .se- 
cured the coustrnction of 1, ()(!() miles of 
railway. But eight million dollars would 
■not even build the 30O miles of road. The 
cost per mile in constructing railways i!i 
Canada is .'f-18,34:2; and there is a very 
large portion of the country in the East 
where it is much cheaper to build than in 
British Columbia. Deducting I he Grand 
Trunk railway, which is a special case, 
tho average cost is .'!;30,474 per mile. 
Britisli Columbia cannot do it so cheap- 
ly. In the United States the average 
cost is .fu5,570 per mile — the Denver & 
Bio Grande .'jitill.TlT— the O. K. & N. 
cost ?54,500. Going to New Zealand, 
where the railway system is in a fearful 
muddle, it is found that the average cost 
is $37,437, and a large portion construct- 
ed very cheaply. Against all this evi- 
dence Mr. Martin put the cetiniatc for 
the cost of the Coast-Kootenay road at 

f25,ri00 per tuile! That shows how much 
is statements are worth. He is simply 
trying to gull the workingmen. (Aii- 
plause.) Taking these averages Mr. Tur- 
ner believed that the road would cost

Ami, as In duty liound, your petitioners 
will ever pray. 

This resolution, said Mr. McPliillips, 
was in line with the stand he bad al- 
ways taken in the legislature— a stand he 
would continue to take— not to be a party 
to the enactment of hiws fated to disal- 
lowance, and therefore of no purpose or 
avail. He looked Tipon it as the duty of 
the government of the poininioii to deal 
with the serious question of the over- 
ininiigration ot Asiatics, but the duty ot 
tlip provincial authpriticfi was to prove to 
the federal that we iu the West arc real- 
ly siilTering from and threatened by the 
iiiflu.v. He had great syiniiathy with 
working iii.'iii in this, :ih in ail other ques- 
tions apiiealing more directly to that 
chiss, ami would always be found ready 
to give ear to bis trouble, and ro lend his 
voice and influence to furllu'r thi! inter- 
est of a just cause. As for the eight- 
liour qiu-rition, he was wliolly, (.'onscien- 
tionsly and totally in favor of an eiglit- 
louir iaboring da.v— nltliougli he held that 
tho liberty should be granted any man 
if ho so dcriircd to earn o.\tra wages by 
overtime work. 

To conclude, said !Mr. MePhillipt:. af- 
ter he had spoken earnestly for about 
five minutes, I do not want snyono to 
run away with tho idea that Mr. .Toseph 
Martin is going to sweep tho country. 
He .ls riot 'If the people of Jlntish Col- 
umbia ' had ' listened to me - onginallr,

A NEW GOLD FIELD. 

A reii.irt has reached Si'atlle that a 
new gold field of very promising charac- 
ter has been discovered on White riveti 
a tributary of tlie Yukon, which enters 
the main stream about 12 miles above 
the Stewart. As is always the case 
when a Seattle paper records a discovery 
in the I'ukon valley, this one is alleged 
to bo located in Alaska. White river is 
a very considerable stream, the most im- 
portant of the affltichts of the Yiakon 
from the west in British territory. It 
has one of its sources in Lake Klauliiie. 
which is in Canadian territory, although 
only about 50 miles from the sea at 
Yukutat Ba.v; ■ The report locates the 
discovery on a tributary nf tlio White 
about 00 miles from its mouth. If tl;is 
is correct, the Hiul is undoubtedly in 
(Canada. The report is of very groat 
intfrost, for if it is true that valuable 



.V proposal has been made ia the Senate 
tiiat a system of militia pensions shall 
be adopted. The reports of what was 
s.'iid are very meagre, and it is not easy 
Id iiiiderstaiid just whom it is proposed 
to [icnsioii. but Senator .Mills, siieakiug 
for the goveriuiient. said that the sug- 
gestion wiiiill be taken into serious con- 
sideration. 



Mr. .luhii Houston has issuiHl a card to 
the electors of Nelson, in which he enun- 
ciates fourteen propositions. Many of 
them are of a general character ami will 
he assented to with perhaps a little qual- 
itieation hy most people. We quote 
with s|ieeial approval the proposal that 
"all lenislatiou should bo general, not 
special." The idea of making fish o 
one and llesh of another by legislativ 
eniii'lnient is repugnant to modern ideas 
of ^joveriimeiil. All eiu'piira t ions, for ex- 
ample, tiiioulil stand upon precisely the 
same basis before the law, and it should 
never he neceseary for an applicant for 
franchise or rights of any kind to depend 
upon tlie will of the government ot the 
day. Wo trust that British Columbia 
has seen the last of legislation clotliing 
the government of the day with arbi- 
trary powers iu dealing with iiidiviilual 
application.-;. 



Reports from Cuba, albeit they are par- 
tially denied, say that there are signs 

of another revolution, Ono section of 
t!ie population does not very greatly r 
lish the idea ot being kept in ieailiiig 
strings by Uncle Sam, and conseiiuently 
there is n groat deal of growling. Our 
neighbors are likely to find that they 
have acquired from Spain about as much 
tronlde as an.V'thiiig else. Spain is doubt 
less lietli'r off for the tliracsliing she got; 
but I'ncio Sam is mily at the beginning 
of his troubles. 



The Manitoba government is consider- 
ing the advisability of ta.xing railways. 
In -Minnesota ilVi I'or cent, is levied upon 
rlie gross receipts of the roads, and as 
a result the state receives about $1,500,- 
liOO annually in the way of revenue. It 
is a very easy way of raising money, 
and where there is competition the rail 
way companies cannot add the tax to 
their charKCs upon traffic. Wo fancy 
that possibly t^oine dilllculty may bo ex- 
perienced in (..'anada in applying this tax, 
owing to the fact that certain railways 
have been declared to be for the general 
advantage of Canada, and hence it 
might he hold hy the courts that the local 
legislatures have no power to tax their 
receiiits, because such railways are im- 
der the jurisdiction of ptirliamcnt. We 
hav'i not given the subject very much 
tiiought, and will watch with interest the 
line of action which the Manitoba gov- 
ernment may adopt. Doubtless the con- 
stitutional question will toon form a sub 
joct of disouBsio'n. 



The Brooklyn Eagle objects to the pro 
posal to prohibit .lapanoso immigration 
into the United States. .Y measure for 
that purpose has been framed and will 
shortly be submitted to congress. We 
have no idea that it will pass this ses- 
sion, owing to the late date at which it 
ban been bnniglit up, and any way it 
would mi "t with a ;:reat deal of strenu- 
ous opposition. To the average Eastoiii- 
er, the .lapaii"SO is a iiajjan who is en- 
deavoring to sl'-ilg>;le into (.'liristian cus- 
toiiis and ciistiiiiit's with a very ;,'reat 
de.-il nf siircc-s. 'I'lie gentle theorists ot 
the lOa-ilern Snilrs anil I'roviiices .are 
more than deli;!hted when they hear that 
a ship has arrived here with a thous- 
and or so ot tliose seekers after Occi- 
dental righteousness, wagiti, etc.. ivipe- 
cially tile etc. They lose sight of tlie 
fact tli.it the .lapanese coolies were only 
recently emancipated from .<!erfdom and 
that it is simply impossible for this coun- 
try III assimilate lliem. Iiitelli^'ent and 
educated .lapanese like -Mr. Sliiiiiizn, the 
consul at Vancouver, regard the present 
infiu.x in much the same light as British 
Columbians do, and as those persons in 
the United States do against whose views 
the Eagle protests. 

Seeing that Mr. W. W. B. Mclnnes' 
has declared his intention of being a 
candidate in North Nanaimo, it is to bo 
presumed that ho has sent liis resigna- 
tion to the Speaker ot the House of 
Commons. ' Apparently there is nothing 
at Ottawa that Jlr. Mclnnes thinks he 
c!ui do for the province. What he has 
iiftectcd to regard hB 'the 'greatest issue 
of the day so far as this province is con- 
corned, namely Oriental exclusion, is to 
he brought up in a few days by the

If we W'J'i'd find peoiile who live in 
cominuidtios in ii condition that owes 
nothing to our boasted civilization, we 
need not confine our search to the inter- 
ior of Africa, nor to tlie yet tiuexplored 
regions of Central Australia.

They 
also wear the hair of their slain enomieti 
in long plaits around the waist. (!reat 
festivities take place when a child, at 
three or four years of age, is initiated in- 
to the art and mysteries of smoking.

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WOMEN IN THE WAU. 

Boer Gommiiuders Mailo No Secret 
the Fact That Their Shells Wore 
Aimed iit Wtwnea aad Children. 

Kimberlov, March 13.— .Inlian Ralph 
^vrites as follows to the London Daily 
Mail: So many of the refugees at Cape- 
town are of the " most-favornd nation 
that they are commonly known as 
" refiijews." Here is n good story of a 
Kimberley rofujow, who has just re- 
turned to his home nnd neighbors in the 
diiiniond capital: 

"Veil," ho said, " you had a tougli 
time here in Kimberley, 1 diiiU, ain t 
it?" 

"Yes, we liad an awful time, ' said iiis 
friend, "especially after the liMi-poiind 
shells began flying aroimd." 

"Veil," said the rofujew, " ve had a 
derrible time in Capetown also. Ve 
didn't haf no bombshells, but de cooking 
at'di) hotels vos fearful." 

And that brings nio oiicp again to the 
Bulijcct of the siege of this place and to 
the fact that 1 have been asked from 
Loudon: if' I'will not tell what the women 
•did (during that fearful ordeal. 
«'(?'iThe women are not getting their 
tsliare'iOf news of particular interest to 
themselves." says my corrbspondout. 

Ah! I don't know about that. They 
are the sisters and mothers of our soldier 
boys, and some of the news must have 
'^cotne to the homes of England witli 
more interest than anything I can write 
and a more awful shock than the aver- 
age bursting shell offoctod here in Kim- 
"berley. 

The leading surgeon hero, Dr. E. Oli- 
ver Ashe, from London, has allowed me 
to-rpad his diary of tlie siege.- and from 
it I have made a tew notes of what the 
women did. 

The doctor has been nrgod to publish 
liis diary' in borik form, and if ho does it 
will prove both fascinafing and valuable 
in a superlative degroo. 1 shall not 

"hurt it 'by dipping a teaspoon once into 
liis great bucketful of curious notes and 
comments. 

In the first place, tlie women stayed 
at home while a very great number of 
the men wore in the various volunteer 
forces, manning the forts, living in 
camps. Bkirmi.'»liinc with the enemy — 

' busy at sOldierinf:.:','^'lioyj .were not 



bombarded as much as the women in tUe 
tovvH were, but even if they had been it 
would not have been so bad for them, 
because it takes half the " cusseduess " ; 
out of danger to be fighting tUo fellows 
who are trying to kill you. I 

When we come to making the terms of 
settlement with these inhuman Hoers, 
every woman in England must reiuem- 
lior why her sisters in Kimberley were; 
ill more dnugor from shells, than their! 
husbands. It was becau.so the Boers 
liiirposely shelled the houses, knowing 
that only wiiuieii and children were in 
tlieiii. The IJoer commandant was 
nuoted ill a Free State paper i.s saying I 
that ho was "putting his shells riglit in 
the middle of the town" on pun'o**''- I 

That was done in deliance of tlie 
GeneV!i Convontioii, but the Boers re- 
gard that agreeiiiciit as the Taiiiniaiiy 1 
Hall political thief looked upon the cou-l 
stitution of his state. When he was ar- 
ranging a job U) ouricli his friends, and 1 
soinooue suggested that he was violating 
the constitution, he said, " Arrah, phwat 
is a little thing like the constitution to 
conio between friends'.'" | 

The houses of the town are not speci- 
ally coiistriieted to resist lOO-poiuid 
shells. What sort they are may be in- 
ferred from this dialogue, which took 
place in one last week. Two women 
were talking, and one proposed some- 
thing which the other considered pre-, 
posterous. 

" I say!" she e.xelaimed, " do you think 
I am a sardine because J live in a tin 
house?" I 

The houses even of the more solid sort 
ollored such slender defence against 
shells that hundreds of households pre- 1 
pared what were called "splinter roofs " 
in their yards and gardens. These were' 
little eliaiiibers or caves Indlowed out of 
the earth. Some were as good as brains 
could devise and money could obtain. 
They were very deep and were roofed 
over with gigantic beanis. steel plates,' 
earth. Jind then another layer of steel 
and earth or sandbags over all. The 
one in the grounds of the dwelling of 
'Mr. Gardner P. Williams, general man- 
ager of tlio De Beers company, is well 
floored, contains rugs nnd wall-hangings, 
is electrically lighted, and ventilated by 
electric fans. As the ladies of Mr. \\'ii- 
liaiiis' family were away, the servants 
benelited by this haven of safety. 1 
have no doubt the shelter proof at the 
Siinntoriuni, where Mr. Rhodes lived. Is 
e(iunlly well built and appointed. 1 dj 
not know that he over made use of it. 1 

" There was 110 question of his cour- 
age," said Dr. Ashe, who goes on to 
state that every day the nation-maker 
rode fur out on the veldt toward the 
r>oer lines, always wearing white Unn- 
iiol inuisers, which made him as cou- 
s;iie-,ious as an electric light 011 a dark 
iiiglit. B.v the way, there were barriers 
at the ends of most of the streets, and 
there was iiii order that no one might 
ride past one of tiiese without being 
searched. Mr. Rhodes was stopped one 
day by a guard, v>-ho was determined to 
search him. Mr. Rhodes fumed ami 
raved, but the guard was obdurate. 
Then Mr. Uliodes produeed written leave 
to pass witliout being searched. Ue had 
only been trying the guanl. ,' 

But to return to liie shelter-iiroofs. 

••(Jhastly little dog holes most of 
th(Mii wore," says Dr. Ashe in his ab- 
sorbing diary. They were often without 
ventilation, and were more dangerous 
than even Boer shells. Yet to these ran 
many women (and men. too, you may be 
sure) when the shells wore Hying. In 
these lived many invalids and children 
and nursing mothers, and in one a 
woman stayed rroin a Wednesday morn- 
ing until a I''riday evening. 

Different women behaved differently. 
".\s a rule, we think they showed more 
pluck than the men," a leading citizen 
said to me. 

Two women were sitting on dillcroiit 
stoojis on difi'erpnt days. In each case 
a shell fell near by and exphideil in the 
street. One — an lOnglisli woman— looked 
lUi r.alher amused than otherwise, and 
went out and gathered the pieces to give 
away as nu'iiieiitoes. 'i'he other — a 
lliitch woman — died of fright. 

Two Kallir wiunen were walking in the 
main street side by side. A shell came, 
killed one nnd did not touch her com- 
panion. 

Dr. .\she tells of a lady who walked or 
rode (IIII Willi her liusliand everv day, 
shells or :io shell-. Plenty suffered dread- 
ful ili'Mllis. LMi'iity enjoyed ani.iziiigliy 
narrow escapes, iiKiinly while al llieir 
daily work in their homes. One young 
lady hid in a aheli-proof pit until it was 
time to dress for dinner, and then went 
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to her room and was Ulled. That is pre- 
ciielyhow death came to George Labram, 
the mechamcal wizard who made a big 
gun for the town. Another shell fell un 
der a bed on which a baby was sleeping, 
but it did not explode. Another fell tin- 
der a bed in which lay a Hindoo mother 
and her newly born child. This shell 
did explode and set fire to the bed, but 
the mother and child escaped injury. 

Again, a shell came to tlie breakfast 
table of the family of a volunteer who 
was on duty on the town's border. It 
burst and killed a C-year-old child, broke 
the arm and leg of a younger girl, and 
badly wounded the mother. 

What Dr. Ashe calls the most woader' 
fill of the many narrow escapes was one 
which I will narrate in detail, because it 
carries- a profound moral with it. It 
proves how far men go out of their way 
to prove tbemselves absurd when they 
venture to criticize the 'eccentricities of 
feminine fashion in dress. A lady was 
lying down, fullj' dressed, on her bed 
renting before dinner. A maid came ir 
to say that she had found a man with 
firewood (which was very scarce), wlio 
wanted a certain sum tor a load. Tli 
lady turned ovfr on her side to get at 
the pocket in tlio back of her drens, and 
just as she rolled away fnwn the side of 
the lied a hundri'd pound shell came and 
liori'd its way through the lu'd in ex- 
aetliy the plaee where she had been lying. 
It went through the bod ami the lloor and 
into the foundations of the house without 
exploding; but it would have cut her to 
pitM'es had kIio been dressed as men are 
clad and been able to put her hand dowm 
al her side and take her purse out of a 
pocket there. 

rieiity of women who stood the smaller 
shelling very well, found llieir nerves at 
the breaking point when the Uoi-rs 
brought llio hnnilreil-poiiiider to play on 
their homes. That' was when, as iV by 
eiimmon eoiisent, the servant girls usell 
to live under the beds wheiii'ver lh(^ 
alarm was Kounded to aiiiioiinee the eoin- 
iiig of "u big one." 

When first the. town was i>ut on ra- 
tions, the tenderly-reared women had a 
sorry time. The husines.s was so badly 
bungled, that Indiiint,, negroes, servants 
and hoodlums all struggled together in, 
the line, and the ladies were shouldered 
out of it. Their husbands were away, 
their servants were not well served, and 
tliey had to go themselves or go withont 
meat and soup. Very many trletl to con- 
tent themselves with that great staple of 
the .siege, broad made of wheat and corn 
Hour, and fried in rubricating oil— a pure 
sweet oil made from lard. After a time 
the syniein of ratlon-dlBtribution was re- 
arranged; the ladies found their sex and 
riiuility respected; and then, as Dr. Ashe 
says, it became "u wonderful sight to see 

ALL THE GREAT SWELLS OF 
'JTIE TOWN" 
(doctors, arehitoets, barristers, profes- 
sors, wealthy mercliiints, De Bei'ii-; direc- 
tors, and the rec^t) patiently taking their 
places in line to get their "daily meat. 

There came a few days towards the 
end of the siege when ^ir. Rhodes invited 
all the women and children lo seek per- 
fect safety in the diamond mines. Im- 
agination runs riot at the mere iilea of 
these treasure caverns hoeoming the fa- 
miliar 'haunt and rendezvous of a popu- 
hua'.' Their thoughts on finding them- 
selves walled about with rocks whose 
contents could purchase principalities 
and stir the longing of . queens— -thoBO and 
the emotions of a thousand fair women 
of modester mould, who are of common 
clay, and yet lovo diamonds fully as fond- 
ly, are too compJex, to intense, too ire- 
in(Midous for handling here. Rut, apart 
from these suggestions, the actual scones 
in those subterranean chambers are said 
by Dr. Ashe to have been too strange 
ever to be forgotten by him. 

To one of thes gem-encrusted caverns, 
hollowed deep in the earth's interior, 
came 1,.")00 women and children; to an- 
other came 1,000. Small as were these 
companies, it seemed impossible to move 
without treading on a sleeping child. 
Rugs, sheets, blankets, and mattresses 
had been brought to the mouths of these 
treasure wombs and 

LOWBRED INTO THE DEPTHS, 
and those who lived in these strange ref- 
uges were fed as were no people on the 
earth's surface overhead, for the great 
diamond monopolists produced milk and 
tinned soups and many delicacies for 
their guests. A few ■v\-retched men, 
shaming the honor of their mothers and 
the se.x of their father.^, crept into the 
mineri to shiire the safety of the babes 
and women, but such was" the silent con- 
tempt inspired that they presently fled 
to the npper air, and none of their kind 
look their detestable places. 

ISLin.v women worked in all the ways 
that cliarit.v, liuinaiiily and benevolence 
suggested, and those who formed an or- 
ganized corps distributed the few delica- 
cies obtainable, and especially the tinned 
milk, which was most precious, taking 
care that it went only to the nursing 
mothers, the babies and the woiiuiled. 

One lliinks of all the fair and gentle 
sisierhoiid as laiiieiitiiig the carnage and 
<'ruelty of war. One is apt lo forget in 
war that, after all, a woman contributed 
lo ilie make-up of every wiivrior. 

I had forgotten this whoM I said to gen- 
tle Sister , yeHt(,'rday, "Does' it not 

amaze you that men should butcher and 
iiiaiiglo each other as these pi«>r chaps in 
this liospital have been hutclieredV" 

She hesitated, bit her lip, ami then, 
tweeii Set teeth, she said: "Only make 
It ]iossilile for mo to put on men's clothes 
.iiid carry a rille. and I would shool the 
cruel and cowardly Boers as long as 1 
Iiad life and strength to pull a trigger."

Filed For Probate in Victoria and Sun 
Francisco. 

Tlie will of the late Alexander Duns- 
uuiir, who died in New York on the last 
day of 18'J'J, has been presented for 
pr(d)ate in this city, and a certified copy 
tiled in the oUice of the county clerk of 
San Francisco, the document itself 
(witnessed by James Lowe of Suusalito, 
Cal., and James P. Taylor, of Oakland, 
Cul.)' being a most concise and simple 
one— in very much the language used in 
the will of the testator's lamented father, 
Uon.

Charley, 
this is a great place. There are some 
tiuc buildings, aud lots, of fine cattle. 
There is an order out for 30 men to join 
the mounted corps for a while. 1 don't 
wont to stay.

W. J. McKeon. jr., of the 
drieutul, Pte. Jones says: 

" I have time now to drop you a few 
lines to let you know that I am still in 
the land of the living, ond was not killed 
at Sunnyside, as reported. Our regi- 
ment had a hard time of it ot Paarde- 
berg, and, I am glad to say, made a 
name for itself. The Victoria section 
went hi about 15 strong, and came out 
with 10. They had the hottest cumcr 
in the fight. I am at present in the 
Yeomanry hospital, down with rheuma- 
tism, but I hope to join the regiinont 
again oefore long. The war is nearly 
over now, ond we will be glad to get 
home agoin. Kindest regards to all old 
friends. James W. Jones." 

There is a mistake in the letter where 
it states that five Victorians were killed 
at I'nardoborg, the olllcial reports show- 
ing that four were killed.

Another member ot "A" Company, 
writing from Bloomfoutoiu under date ot 
March 19, says: 

" You have no doubt heard of our 
wandering, but you have no conception 
of what that wandering was like. I 
wrote you shortly before we started on 
the last stage ot the march, but after 
leaving the Modder river we struck 
across the country, and did about 00 
miles iu four days, the first day doing 
over 21 miles. At the end of the fourth 
day we struck the railroad, about four 
miles south of here, and next day 
marched in. 

•' We are camped on the veldt about 
a mile southwest of the town. I can 
got in every other day. This is the first 
chance since letiving Belmont that we 
have had to buy grub, and we are re- 
velling in it. 1 spent jibout £10 the first 
time 1 came to town in tea, coffee, milk, 
canned goods, etc. I'\)r two days the 
men had Hour issued to them instead of 
bri'ad or liard-tack, and the.v had no 
way to cook it. I bought lard and 
baking powder for "A" Company, and 
some large baking pans, and you oiifrht 
to see the pancakes ^liey made. If Dr. 
Hart saw them lie would at once have 
ordered live pounds of pepsin, but it does 
not seem to have injured their digestion, 
as most of them ore about as fit as can 
he. 

■' Some of the boys suffer fnuu sore 
feet. While on the march, reveille as a 
rule went at ;i:15 and fall in at -1:4.0, 
moving off at daylight. As I have no 
doubt told you before, we have no teut.s, 
and when it rains, which it does fri.'- 
queiitly now, those who have no rubber 
sheets get wet through, and those who 
have get wet anyway.

Well, we have been using water very 
similar to that a good part of the time 
since I left Btdmont, and with half r.itioi> 
tea you often coiihl noi tell whether 
there was any tea in it nr \w\ from the 
color. 

" I have been as busy as possible since 
arriving heri'. hardly having a minute to 
myself.

> KBUG1SJR*S LAST HOPE. 

Tba't'fiocr rielegiites' May" Secu'ro Inter- 
\:.;cession for Peace Before British 
Troops Enter Transvaal 
Territory. 

New York, .May I).— IIov,-ard C. Illllegls 
has a letter In the World to-day, date-l 
Pretoria, March 2(!, which says In part: 

'•PreHldent Kruger knows as well as any 
<ine person In the Transvaal, and perhaps 
better than anybody, that the Boers' oppor- 
tunity of wliming this war by force of arms 
has long since passed. He will not say a 
word except to his clo.se friends about his 
hopes to secure a Kettleni(?nt that will sat- 
isfy Imth contestants, a settlement that 
appears to the lay ailnd as Inconceivable 
as the supposition that the British will 
withdraw all- their forces from the country 
to-morrow. He will talk to newspaper 
men for hours on every conceivable, topic 
except this, but to every question: on this 
pobit be will reply simply, 'Wait and see.' 

"State Secretary Belts will tetl one that 
the President' expects - the war to end 
throagh the mediation or Interventlou of 
other coimtrlcs, but Kruger has many se- 
crets which are never confided to his sec- 
retary. 

"Three months ago President Steyn sug- 
gested to Kruger that a deputation be sent 
to Kurope and America to arouse sympa- 
thy for the Boers, and if possible to secute 
Intervention. Kruger replied then that Dr. 
Leyds was better than e dozen dejiuta- 
tlons, but three weeks ago, because of 
Leyds' Inability to do anything of Import- 
ance, the Transvaal executive gave his <-on- 
sent. The Ceriiiaii Ktc.'iinslilp Kaiser was 
In lielacca Bay on her way to Europe, when 
the dei'Islon to send a deputation was 
reached, anil three men— A. I). Wolmarans, 
a member of Transvaal legislative council; 
C. II. Wessels, the president of the Free 
State volksraail. and A. l-'lsclier, a iiieinber 
of the Free State legislative council— were 
sent to Lorenzo Marques Iu a special train, 
w-hlcli made faster time than any triiin 
that ever went over the road. 

"When the deputation left Bloemfontein 
there w as 80 little time to cntcb the steadier 
that they were sent away without Instrue- 
tious, and none reached them until the 
train , arrived at Komatipoort, on the Por- 
tugese border. The instnictlons telegraph- 
ed to the deputation. If carried out by them, 
are Kruger's only hope. If they suc- 
ceed In doing that which they are sent to 
do, Kruger's prophecy will be fuUllkMl. 

"This prophecy Is contained In those 
w-ords which the rresldent aildrer,t.ed to 
his troops la Natal early In March: 'I!ro- 
thers, fight on with ns much courage as you 
have been fighting. Continue for two 
months longer, and I will guarantee that 
we will have a pence that will be honor- 
able.' The only hope the Transvaal has 
rests on the deputation, and a supreme 
effort Is being made to prevent the Itrltbih 
army from setting foot on Transvaal soil 
until Wolin.irnns, Wessels and Fischer 
have carried out their plans. Then Kruger 
win sue for pe:ice nnd make demand upon 
France, Germnny nnd Russia for the assist- 
ance be requires iu order that his latest, 
and only nafnifillcd prophecy may be real 
Ized."
